| Several Experts Testify in Regard to the 


Ex-Senator’s Letters. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—Another crowd- 
ed auditorium assembled this forenoon to lis- 
ten to the proceedings in the Oliver-Cameron 
suit. The first witness called to-day was 

HON. JOUN W. KILLINGER, 
a member of Congress from the Harrisburg 
district of Pennsylvania. He knew the writ- 
ing of Senator Cameron. Several letters were 
shown to witness, and one of those, recom- 
mending Mrs. Oliver to Secretary Bristow, 
witness said was in the writing of Senator 
Cameron, but the letters professing love for 
the widow witness said most positively had 
not been written by Mr. Cameron, and were 
but imitations and very slovenly executed. 
GEN. EDWARD F. BEALLE, 
late Minister to Vienna, was called, as an ex- 
pert, to prove the handwriting of Senator 
Cameron. Ile gave similar testimony. 
JAMES H. SAVILLE, 

late chief clerk of the Treasury Department, 
was called as an expert, and gave about the 
same testimony, that the letters shown are not 
only forgeries, but very vulgar ones. ' 

Witness explained the peculiarities of Sen- 
ator Cameron's writing and said that the let- 
ters shown were not calculated to dective any 
one familiar with the Senator’s writing. There 
were mechanical features which could not be 
disguised, and the general characteristics were 
entirely different.

MRS. LOCKWOOD, THK FEMALB LAWYER, 
and a lady friend came into the court and re- 
mained quite a while. This witness was sub- 
jected to a rigid cross-°xamination by Mr.

Mrs. Oliver 
told witness that she had rented a room in an- 
other place with a colored woman, where she 
could receive gentlemen visitors and there do 
as she pleased.

WASHINGTON, March 26.—Senator Wal- 
lace’s Committee (late Teller’s) examined 
ex-Secretary of the Senate Geo.

About 393,000 were collected 
from these and other Federal officers,and from 
all sources) $106,000. All Federal officers 
receiving $1,000 salary were solicited. This 
also included foreign employes of the Giov- 
ernment and Ministers.

ST. GEM’S GAME. 


It was Played With a Fine 
Italian Hand, 


Bat it Resulted Disastrously to Civil Ser- 
vice Reform. 


Facts About the Past History of the St. 
Louis Custom-House. 


How Mr. St. Gem’s Record Fails to Make 
a Brilliant Contrast With That 
of His Predecessor. 


Mr. Gustavus St. Gem is the United States 
Survevor of Customs for the port of St. Louis. 
He was appointed about June, 1878, byjPresi- 
dent Hayes, and the appointment was con- 
firmed by the Senate. Mr. Gustavus St. Gem 
had long been a faithful Republican politician 
who had always found it difficult to make a 
living, but who was cheered on by 
the hope that his reward would finally come. 
Ile was a delegate to the Republican National 
Convention at Cincinnati in 1876, and acciden- 
tally seconded the nomination of Mr. Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes, who was afterward made 
President by fraud. 

The Surveyor of the port of St. 
time was Judge Long, a personal friend 
to Gen. Grant, but a man against 
whom nothing could be urged so far as hones- 
ty and efficiency were concerned. When Mr. 
Hayes was made President by fraud, he de- 
livered an inauguraladdress, aecording to the

OUTLINED A POLICY. 

Now while Mr. Hayes was made President by 
fraud, let it be remembered that he accepted 
the fraudulent title a reformer. The 
principal thing to be reformed wasthe civil 
service. It bad been shockingly bad under 
President Grant, and it palliated the fraudu- 
lent means very much by which Mr. Haves 
was made President to profess the doctrine 
that the end justifies the means; ig other 
words thatif Mr. Hayes could only get into 
office he would make amends for a 
crime committed against the coun— 
try by reforming the civil service. This 
view of the case was taken by Mr. Hayes,who 
in outlining the policy of his administration 
said there should henceforth be no promotions 
in Government offices without merit, and no 
discharges without good and sufficient cause. 
And it was understood that men in the em- 
ploy of the Government should no longer take 
an active part in politics, so that 
service should be free from the consequent 
demoralization. 

It was expected that the Hayes administra- 
tion would not keep Judge Long in the office 
of Surveyor here, not because he was not hon- 
est or competent, but because he was not 

A CIVIL SERVICE REFORMER, 

Judge Long had never pretended to be a 
civil service reformer, nor did President 
Grant, when Judge Long was made Sur- 
veyor of this port in 1874. He discharged 
several men in the Custom-house and put 
several others in their places. He had made 
no positive or implied pledges that he would 
not do such a thing, although there had not 
been a man discharged from the Custom-house 
since 1868. Between 1866 and 1874 there had 
been three Surveyors, Judge Breeck- 
enridge, Felix Coste and W. 
Fox, and they had made 
no removals. The Survevor's office here had 
a high reputation with the department at 
Washington.

Labor Wasted. 

Some Yankee statistician has made an esti- 
mate of the amount oflabor wasted in cutting 
the leaves of periodicals.

Or the Men Who Assaulted Cashier Stene, or 
Those Who Robbed Collector Lafetra, 
or the Men Who Stole A, T. 
Stewart's Body? 


[From the New York Sun.] 

The number of daring crimes in this and 
neighboring cities prompts a correspendent to 
ask if brigandage is really more bold or fre- 
quent m Italy or Greece than in New York or 
Brooklyn, and if the chances that the desper- 
adoes will be brought to punishment are very 
much greaterin these two cities than in the 
mountains of Greece or m the Appenines. 
Probably the correspondent was not altogether 
in earnest, but the record that he alludes to is 
certainly startling. 

In the months of June, July and August 
last there was a remarkable succession of 
bold crimes. On the 10th of June, at o’clock 
in the evening, four or five men took posses- 
sion of a Third avenue car at Ninety-fourth 
street, and after stunning Mr. Joseph W. 
Lafetra, a collector of the Third Avenue Rail- 
road Company, with the butt of a pistol, they 
took from him a satchel cantaining $100, 
which he was carrying down to the main of- 
fice of the company. The car was filled with 
men, women and children, including two 
members of the National Guard. They and 
the conductor were held in check by the re- 
volvers of the desperadoes, who, after they 
had snatched the satchel, went oftt, leaped 
into a wagon and whirled down aside street. 

On the 3d of August, just after noon, while 
C. II. Stone, cashier of Hale’s piano factory, 
was returning along Thirty-fourth street to the 
factory with $2,950, which he had drawn 
from the West Side Savings Bank, two men 
stepped up behind him, and one pinioned his 
arms, While the other put his hand in Stone’s 
pocket and drew out a package containing 
rolis of silver. Mr, Stone, seeing an Ameri- 
can District Telegraph messenger boy, tossed 
him a package of money which he had been 
carrying under his arm. The boy stooped tg 
pick it up out of the gutter, and as he 
straightened up he was knocked over by a 
confederate of the two robbers, and the pack- 
age was snatched from his hands. This 
man then jumped into a butcher’s eart and 
grasped the reins. The other two followed 
quickly. They were driven rapidly toward 
Ninth avenue. ‘Thirty-fourth street, between 
Ninth and Tenth avenues, the place selected 
for the robbery, is lined on either side by sub- 
stamtial brick houses. It is wide, and many 
people are constantly passing through it. 
There are no vacant lots or alleys through 
which a sudden escape could be made. The 
robbers waited until a police officer had walked 
along Thirty-fourth street and turned up 
Ninth avenue. At the time the assault was 
made street-cars were approaching from both 
directions. An ice wagon was rumbling by, 
and pedestrians were on either sidewalk. 
Only one of the robbers followed Mr. Stone 
in the butcher's cart, the other two being on 
foot. The cart was pursued, but all trace of 
it was lost at Twenty-sixth strect and Seventh 
avenue. 

On the following evening a man walking 
down Seventh avenue, near Twenty-third 
street, Was set upon by three young men, who 
demanded his money. The man partly broke 
away, but, while he was vet struggling with 
them, one of the young men, Patrick Marian, 
lireda revolver at him. Police Officer Me- 
Gloin seized the man who had fired the shot. 
| ‘The latter turned the pistol on bim and pulled 
the trigger, but the charge missed fire. The 
man who fired the revolver was arrested, but 
the man who was assaulted could not be 
found, : 

On the 16th of August, in the early even- 
ing. five men in masks boarded the sloop Wil— 
liam P. Hunt, lying in Corlears. slip, and; 
presenting cocked revolvers, robbed the cap- 
tain and crew of $60 and their clothing. 
Ross Carr, a sailor, who resisted, was wound- 
ed in the leg by one of the robbers witha pis- 
tol shot. The masked men got safely off with 
their booty. 

It was on the 4th of June last that the body 
of George Howard, the burglar, was found 
in some bushes beside the Bronxville read, 
near Yonkers. Investigation left little doubt 
that he had been murdered in New York, and 
his body earried out of the city and deposited 
where it was found. 

Still, within a year from the present, but as 
efrly as Saturday, March 23, occurred the 
robbery of Warren Lane and Daniel Me(iuin- 
ess, employes of the Planet Manufacturing 
Company of Brooklyn. Lane and MeGuiness 
had drawn $38,700 from a bank in New York to 
pay the employes in the mills. They had re- 
crossed the ferry, and were going up Hoyt 
street to President street, when Lane was 
struek from behind on the head with a bag of 
shot.

He passed on, and a moment 
afterward he heard a shot and felt a stinging 
sensation in his right side. He shouted ‘**Mur- 
der!“ The boy in the roadway fired a seeond 
shot and then asked: What money have you 
got about you?’’ Lynn picked up a stone,

Thomaskawitz, the Grand Jury's En- 
emy, Held to Answer.

A Pitiful Tale of His Troubles and 
Career. 


Minor Criminal Offenses---Receivers of Stolen 
Property Jailed. 


A Sad Case. 

A. Thomaskawitz appeared before Judge 
Cady in the Criminal Court this morning upon 
a charge of carrying concealed weapons. He 
is the man who on Saturday last called upon 
the grand jury with a dirk knife in his posses- 
sion, the full facts in the case having already 
been mentioned. This morning Mr. 
Thomaskawitz presented quite a pitital 
appearance as he sat in the prisoners’ dock 
surrounded by half a dozen old criminals. A 
few weeks ago he had occupied a prominent 
position in St. Louis commercial circles; for 
years he was salesman in the house of Daniel 
Bell & Co., and enjoyed a splendid trade and 
salary. To-day he sat in the 
prisoners’ dock, and not a_ single 
friend had ealled to see the man or 
speak a word of advice to the Court for him. 
While the reporter was writing the prisoner 
caught his eye and beckoned him to come for- 
ward. The reporter obeyed the request and 
was soon in earnest conversation with the 
man. The prisoner conversed in a ram- 
bling and nervous manner. He 


wanted to get out of jail. 


Would the reporter not see—naming half a 
dozen friends—and ask them to go on his bail 
bond? Would he not see Louis Espenschied, 
oI the Mayor’s office, and ask him to come in- 
to court and testify that he (Thomaskawitz) 
had secured a permit from the May- 
or some time ago authorizing him 
to carry concealed weapons. If he was let 
off he wofild not prosecute Chief McDonough 
or the big twelve, but he would have ‘to 
see that Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes was 
indicted for bribery. These and a hundred 
other statements came from the 
ulfortunate man's lips, impressing 
the reporter forcibly with the fact 
that Thomaskawitz was insane and that in- 
stead of being confined in the jail he ought to 
be placed in either the asylum or under the 
care ofa physician. Neuralgic pains have 
iben the cause of all the trouble. When'the 
case came up in court to-day Sergeants Bartley 
and Pierce testified to having-arrested the de- 
fendant in the grand jury room witha wick- 
ed-looking dirk in his possession. This was 
all the evidence, at the close of which the 
prisoner arose and in a pitiful, pleading way 
asked to be diseharged from custody. 

As already mentioned, no friends of the man 
were on hand, but Mr. George Babcock and 
Cornelius Me Bride interested themselves in 
the prisoner’s behalf and asked that he be not 
sentenced but held till an examination of the 
prisoner be had in re gard to his in- 

sanity. Prosecuting Attorney Hogan 
sided with the two gentlemen and made the 
same request. Judg re Cady stated that he too 
was of the belief that the man was insane, but 
he would find him guilty of the charge pre- 
ferred and defer sentence in ofder to have the 
man examined by medical experts and taken 
care of by the proper authorities.

Patrick Gaff was up before Judge Jecko 
to-day upon a charge of disturbing the peace. 
According to the story told by atar, Patisa 
very bad man. Last night he took possession 
of the sidewalk on the corner of Jefferson 
avenue and Keokuk street, and cussed every 
man, woman and child that happened to 
pass along.

Mechaniec’s Lien. 

The suit of John Barker against George W. 
jerry, Edward C. Chamberlain and Harriet 
E. Chamberlain, after traveling to the Court 
of Appeals, has come back agaln to No. 3. 
Plaintiff was a sub-contractor under Berry as 
contractor. A house was erected by defend- 
ant Berry under contract with Mr. Chamber- 
lain on a lot of ground owned by Mrs. Cham- 
berlain. The Chainberlains claim that Berry

Plaintiff holds that he is not affected by this, 
but wants his money out of the property. 

The Court oft Appeals, in reviewing the 
proceedings of the Circuit Court, held that 
the structions given by the Judge were bad in 
several particulars,{and reverse -dand remanded 
the suit, which had been decided 1n favor of 
defendants. Itis now beingtried before a 
jury, as above stated. 


An important Decision. 

The case of Herring ys. the Gas Consumers’ 
Association, which has been pending in the 
U. S. Circuit Court since December, 1877, 
was decided this morning by Judge Treat in 
favor of defendant company, and the case 
was dismissed. 

The suit was for an alleged infringment of 
plaintiff 's patent for an improvement in gas 
regulators. Judge Treat held that defendant
